Th e low-crowning 
toque for traveling and morning wear is in 
especial favor, as it can be worn with cith er a 
h igh or tow coiffure, and may be h ad In cash - 
mere for th e demi-soason, or In h eavier cloth 
or felt for winter. Th e fabric is put very full 
on th e crown in fine pleats and gath ers, with 
th e merest edge of velvet below*, or perh aps 
projecting sligh tly in front, th ough t not as a 
distinct visor. Braid toques are liked in all- 
ov er designs, with th o braid set on cdcrr, and 
u 
braid in tront. High er English 
^ taper Jug crown and narrow brim 
cioseiy rolled, are called th e Torquay, th e 
ijngh tonetc.; th ey are severally trimmsd, like 
P\e.u « h ats, with a rcpped baud, flat bow on th e 
i, 
aUil perh aps one or two quids are 
th rust m th e bow. Th ese English h ata will be 
wrorn with tailor suits, and are neat and becom- 
in^- Many glo.ssy beaver h ats are sh own also, 
nut th ese anj trimmed by milliners, with h igh 
loops in front of gay plaid velvet, or ch angeable 
velvet or ribbon, and ornamented with dusters 
o. sh ort quills, fiv e orsix ina bunch , or with 
long gilt or old-silver ornaments. 
French round h ats are far more dressy th an 
th ose just described, and with th o small pointed 
pokes will be wrorn by young ladies in prefer­ 
ence to bonnets. 
Th e Boulanger writh Its brim 
roiled up h igh on each side in military style, is 
th e most masculine style sent over by Paris 
millinors, and is sh own h andsomely made of 
dark green 
felt with widely bound edges, 
trimmed along th e top of th e crown with green 
moire ribbon loops and green cocks’ plumes. 
To match dressy costumes of velvet, doth or 
silk, younar ladies will wear round h ats not un­ 
like th ose of last year, with soft h alf-h leh 
crowns aud velvet brim s; th e brim is made in 
crescent sh ape, h igh er iu th e h ack, and much of 
th e trimming Is placed beh ind and on top of th e 
crown. Tue small 
pointed poke, sometimes 
called th o Bo-Peep, is r ?al!y a s^ringless bonnet, 
and will be worn again w-ith soft crown of em­ 
broidered doth or velvet and beaded brim, or 
else a brim of gilt or silver cord passementerie 
in open lace-like pattern. Large and important 
looking h ats of velvet and lace are also s<» nt out 
irom Paris, some of th em with wide brims ir­ 
regularly rolled, and oth ers with a broad poke 
front, as in th e Comtessa Sara h at, with most of 
th e trimming at th e back of th e crown, and 
Ions ribbons h anging from th e back, wh ich 
are brough t forward and tied under th o cftin. 
French bonnets remain very small, and th ?ir 
trimming is broadened and lowered, as will be 
readily seen wh en comparing th em with th e 
h igh slender trimmings of last w inter’s bonnets. 
Foitand cloth bonnets for general wear may bo 
plain or with full soft crown“, or else tbev are 
pinked on th e edcres, or th ere are rows of scal­ 
loped pinking forming th e entire bounet. E*i- 
broidery, wh ich is a great feature of millinery at 
present, is applied both to felt and cloth , some­ 
times in narrow scalloped rows wh ich alternate 
with velvet folds or ribbons on th e wh ole bon­ 
net, or else merely th e crown is embroidered, 
wdth a plain velvet brim, or, on th e contrary, 
th e euibraidery forms a band for th e front of an 
oth erwise plain velvet bonnet. A large bow 
with cross loops In Alsacian style, yet much 
fuller t h an th e Hat-looped bow of Alsace, is soon 
on small bonnets, and also on rounds h ats. Th e 
fronts of bonnets aro most varied, some h aving 
merely a cord of velvet along th o edge, with folds 
beh ind it. wh ile oth ers are coronets covered 
with beads, and still oth ers h ave pinked frills of 
silk, or a small face trimming of coquettish 
ribbon bows just over th e middle of th e fore­ 
h ead. Wider ribbons are used for bows, and 
also ‘or strings, but th e sh ort narrow velvet 
strings aud slender velvet bow at th e th roat are 
by 110 means abandoned, especially with felt and 
cloth bonnets th at ore worn with tailor gowns. 
Embroidered velvet is a special feature of 
dress bonnots for receptions aud th e th eatre, 
th e design being wrough t iu silks and in tinsel 
th reads, to wh ich spangles of silver, gold, or 
copper are added; th o jrarnituro Is clusters of th e 
tinsest ostrich tips, lace, and long elend&r dasps 
of Rh ine pebblos and oth er jewel-like stones. 
Wh ite and gold bonnets are in especial favor, 
aud next th ere are black velvet bonnets with 
steel or silver spangloB, embroidery, and lace. 
Jet and gold are also often combined In th o trim ­ 
ming or In th e embroidery of th e bonnet. Th e 
wh ite and gold bonnets are edged in front with 
black or brown volvet to give a becoming dark 
frame to th o face; th us a bonnet with a soft 
crown of wh ite velvet in wh ich are loops of gold 
h as th e front of plain wh ite velvet covercd with 
gold-spangled pissementerie, and edged next 
th o face with black velvet folds, th o sh ort 
strings are of black velvet, and th o trimming is 
loops of th e wh ite velvet h olding black and gold 
blondine feath ers curled up h igh in th e back. 
Green and black bonnets are as largely imported 
as th ey were for th e summer, and are made of 
green velvet embroidered or spantrled with jet, 
and trimmed wTith black w'atered ribbon and 
black cocks' feath ers. Black velvet bonnets are 
also much trimmed with green, wh ile oth ers are 
spangled all over with gold or silver, and trim ­ 
med with gold or sliver gimp. Copper red and 
brigh t cactus red bonnots are sh own to wear 
with eith er black or red costumes, and are toned 
down by jet spangles, black birds, black plumes, 
and eith er black velvet or moire ribbon. 
Felt and velvet h ats for misses are in sailor 
sh apes, turned up in th e back, or else with stifl 
straigh t brims; th e stiff English felt h ats al­ 
ready described and small pokes of felt aro also 
sh own for girls in th eir teens. 
Little girls will wear wide-brimmed felt h ats 
with pinked edsren, sometimes faced with felt of 
a different color from th at on th o outside; th e 
crowns aro lower th an th ose of last year, but 
are h eigh tened by ribbon loops wh ich are sst on 
top of th o crow n and down ono side or beh ind. 
Fe!t pokes with broad Rash ribbons of gay plaid 
are for girls of ten to fourteen years, th e loops 
being set eroct up th e back, coming forward on 
th e crown; wide watered ribbons are also used 
for trimmings. Cocks’ feath ers in clusters, sin­ 
gle quills broDi id or glaeo, and nodding ostrich 
tips are ou broad soft-brimmed felt h ats. Some 
of th ese iarga felt h ats h ave fur beaver edzes, 
and London h atters call th em th e Wild West 
h at. 
Th o sh ort pra-jackets^worn by h ttle girls in 
th e autumn, will be replaced, iu th e winter, by 
very long cloaks wiUi capes. 
Th ey are fitted to 
figure liko radingoates, and h ave a single 
sh oulder cape, or else a series of sh oulder capes 
gri’.dually enlarging, until th e last covers th e 
sh oulders and falls nearly to th o elbows; a 
sd- 
nes of cnfls is made to match th o canes. Smooth 
livery cloth s aro used for dress cloaks, and 
romrh -looking vet soft English cloth s in bars 
and stripes for th ose for general use. 
For th e first sh ort cloaks of infants two cloaks 
aro commended—a wh ite cash mere or cloth 
cloak for nicest occasions, and a darker one for 
every day, th o now fancy, for th o latter, being a 
dark blue cloak braided with red on th e deep 
cape, wh ich falls far below th e sh ort waist and 
dose sleeves. 
Th o wh ite cash mere dressy 
cloaks are warmly wadaed, and are made with 
smocked fullnoss at th e top in front and back, 
th eir only trimming, a row of wh ite silk brier 
stitch ing on th e sleeves, collar, and around th e 
entire garment about th ree inch es above th e 
edge. 
Infant's long cloaks are also made of 
wh ite cash mere of two full breath s, warmly 
wadded and brier-stitch ed; th e sh ape is a very 
sh ort waist wdth coat sleeves aud a round col­ 
lar edited with deep Irish lace. 
Th e first sh ort frocks put on wh en th o infant 
is six month s old remain th e yoke slips of wh ite 
French nwnsook h ith erto described, but wh ich 
are trimmed with drawn-work {h em-stitch ing), 
feath er or brier stitch ing, and tucks done by 
h and. Bats and length wise stripes of h om- 
siitebine: are prettily done in th e wido h em of 
th e skirt. Belted waist muslin dresses are put 
on well-^rown ch ildren wh en a year old, aud 
th ese, with th e yoke slips, aro worn until th e 
ch ild is th ree yr^rs old, wh en colored cash meros 
are used, such as were described in th o Bazar of 
last week. 
English smocks are also oh arming dresses for 
ch ildren from ono to four years old. Th ev arc 
made of wh ite Ch ina silk, or of cash mere or flan­ 
nel, with th eir fullness "smocked“ at th e top 
from th e nock down almost to th e waist line, 
with feath er stitch ing around th e skirt, on th o 
turned-over collar, and th e smocked frills of th e 
gath ered sleeves. 
A pretty th eatre toilette for th e demi-season is 
a dress of ch angeable « ilk. copper red and gold 
in color, with drapery and flounces edged with 
pinking aud with black lace. Th e only wrap is 
a sh ort round sh oulder cape of copper red velvet 
with out trimming. Th e small poke of black 
tulle lias loops or t h e rod velvet and ch angeable 
silk with a gold aigrette. 
A carriage toilette of black Bengaline may be 
stv!ish iv brigh tened by combining it with qu a­ 
drille Bengaline, th o wide-apart bars being of 
brigh t ch erry-color and cream wh ite. 
Th is 
cross-barred silk is used for th e lower skirt and 
for a parasol silk. 
Th ere is a revival in th e fancy for jerseys of 
bot h wool and silk, but th ey are no longer plain 
aud closelv fitted, th e pro?cron 
00 being for var­ 
ious gath ered waists, some h aving yokes, wh ile 
oth ers are sh irred on th e sh oulders, and drawn 
dow n in nleais to moot a pointed h alf-glrdlc of 
velvet. Th iiys very h andsome iu <v>pp r red or 
in robin’s-egg blue for wearing with various 
skirts.

We’reall righ t in th e daytime, but th ey tem ptation to make th e entire picturesque and 
turns it off in th e evening at (J or 7 o’clock, and Imposiug cognomen a p a rt of h is professional 
it don t come on again tiil 8 in th o morning. 
However, it don’t much matter. 
If wo’ro h ard 
up for a drop to make breakfast with th ere’s 
th at drinking fountain th ere, and if we wants 
a drop to wash in, wh y th ere’s a h orso-trough 
across th o road we can dip out of. 
But th en, 
you see, ch imes in a bystander, we ain’t all of 
us got h orae-trough s and drinking* fountains to 
go to.

Don’t? take much to 
do th at? uWoll, p’raps not, but it« : h aggrawa- 
tin .” “Can’t make it out,” » aid anoth er cus­ 
tomer of th e East London Water company- ‘T 
th ough t th ere was a h act o’ parlyi» 6# t to malto 
’em give a constant supply, 
'i’h ey don’t call 
th at a constant supply wh en th ey ¡cuts it off for 
twelve or fourteen h ours out o’ twenty-four.” 
“Ah , 1 reckon ye’ro wrong th ere, boss,’ ob­ 
served a listener/ “It’s th e water rate as is th e 
constant supply; it ain’t th o water.” 
Experience, savs th e Standard, diffors some­ 
wh at in various parts of th e vast district sup­ 
plied by th e East London water works, wh ich 
comprises altogeth er somo UK),000 h ouses and 
in wh ich both th e intermittent aud constant 
supply system are in force. 
Th ere are parts of 
th o district, such as West Ham, in wh ich a 
daily 
supply is poured 
into cisterns, but 
th rough out a largo portion of th e East London 
company’s domain a constant supply h as been 
establish ed and h as been in force up till just 
recently. With th e providing of cisterns th e 
company h as of oourso noth ing to do. Th at is a 
landlord's matter. 
It is th e company’s busi­ 
ness to fill th e cisterns wh en th ey are provided, 
and th o wator is turned on sufficiently long to 
fill th e largest of th em. 
Small cisterns, h ow­ 
ever, cost less th an large ones, and with th e 
setting iu of h ot, dry weath er, th ero h as been 
th e usual outcry about a sh ort supply of water. 
Cisterns wh ich do pretty well in January are 
insufficient in July, and with th e scorch ing 
we h ave h ad, West Ilam h as been loudly com­ 
plaining. 
To th e outcry from th at quarter, th o 
company reply in offoct th at th ey voiunteeror 
to th e new corporation a constant supply 
of water 
if 
th ey 
would 
comply with 
th e requirements of th e acts of 1871,wh ich pre­ 
scribed certain fitting* for adoption witliiu th e 
metropolitan area before th o companies could 
be required to give a constant supply. Th is th e 
corporation refused to do, and th ey are still left, 
th erefore, with th o system of supply by cistern. 
If, h owever, th ose wh o do not find th eir supply 
sufficient will provide larger cisterns, th e com­ 
pany are prepared to fill th em daily. 
But added to th is outcry by th e cistern pro­ 
prietors, th ere h as recently been anoth er very 
general ono th rough out th at part of th e com­ 
pany’s district supplied on wh at h as h ith erto 
been th o constant system. 
People are every­ 
wh ere complaining th at at a time wh en th ey 
h ave exceptional need of a copious supply of 
wator th e company h as taken to cutting ¡t off all 
nigh t 
Wh en th ey h ave cisterns or oth er con ­ 
veniences for storage it doos not matter, but 
great numbers of people h ave no such con­ 
venience. 
Some of th em say th e water is turned 
off at <1 or 7 in th e evening and is not turned on 
again till 9 or 10 in th o morning 
If th ey h ave 
illness in th e nigh t or closets require flush ing 
th ey h ave not a drop of water. 
It is of no use 
getting up early to uo h ouse-cleaning or wash ­ 
ing: th ey must wait till th e water conies on, 
and if th ey h ave left h ome with out making pro­ 
vision for next morning’s breakfast th ey must 
h asten back before th e water is turned off. 
BANANAS ALL THE YEAR. 


How Th ey Arc B rough t to New York a nd 
H ow T h ey A re G row n and (ia tlie rid. 
A steamer unloading ten th ousand bunch es 
of bananas. 
A stevedore mounted 
011 th o deck, 
giving out orders to a h undred longsh oremen 
wh o stand in lines and pass th e h unch es of fruit 
from th o h old of th o vessel to waiting trucks. 
Th o owner, standing ou an upturned barrel and 
calling out “One,” “Two,” or “Th ree,’' designa­ 
ting th e grades to wh ich th o banana* belong. 
Trucks backing into place, loading, and pulling 
out to make room for oth ers. 
Small boys scur­ 
rying between th e trucks, and feasting on th o 
over-ripe fruit. 
Such was th e scene a reporter beh eld on a 
down town wh arf iu New' York. 
“Two million bunch es of bananas come into 
th is port alone every year now," Baid th o im ­ 
porter. 
“Previous to 1881 th ere w tre not near 
so many. 
Sch ooners were employed, and th ey 
took six weeks to make a trip, carrying only 
twenty-five h undred bunch es, and lost a quar­ 
ter of th em 011 account of th e length of time 
afloat and th e damage by salt water. Now we 
h ave regular lines of steamers th at carry four 
or five times as much fruit and make such 
quick trips th at th ero is practically h b loas of 
fr u it’ 
“Well, th e reds, wh ich appear to bo th e favor­ 
ites, come from Baracoa, Cuba. 
Wo get from 
th irty th ousand to forty th ousand bunch es of 
th em a week during August, but le^s now th at 
peach es are 1 in market. 
Th e yellow ones 
come from Jamaica, Panama, Costa Kicr. uml 
Nicaragua. Th ere are are some banana* pro­ 
duced in Florida, but th e h ome demand pre­ 
vent« any coming h ere. 
It will not be long be­ 
fore th o red bananas will bo very scarce, aa th e 
Cuban planters are replacing th em with th e 
vullov slips from Jamaica. 
Th e cause of tide 
is th at th o yellow produce bunoh as averaging 
from .*£2 to .yj.‘J5, wh ile th e red will not aveage 
more th an $ 1,50 a bunch . 
“How do bananas grow?” 
“On immense plantations, laid off into rows of 
trees about eigh t feet apart each way. 
Th o 
trunk of a banana tree is composed of th o stems 
of loaves, and grows from fifteen to twenty feet 
h igh . 
Wh en th e fruiting bogins a bud appears 
at th e top of th e stem and develops into a bunch 
of bananas. 
Wh en th e fruit is gath ered th e 
tree is cut down and left to decay, and new 
sprouts start up from th o eatno root, and th us 
th e crop is continually renewed. 
Th ere are

th an earth can pr^pent—a portion of myth ology 
too vast to bo entered upon h ere. To bo with ­ 
out a son to close one’s eyes is to insure an­ 
oth er period of probation—and, perh aps, a 
degrading one—in th is world; h ence th e law of 
adoption, to wh ich wo h ad so ofteno t-refer. 
To die in Benares is to secure immortality; and 
to die on th o banks of th o Ganges—th e h igh ­ 
way to h eaven—is essential to evetlasting joy. 
Hence, 011 th e burning Gh aut at Calcutta may 
bo seen at times six or so veil bodies, each on its 
on il* pilo of wood—often of! th o most cosily 
description, if th o peoplo bo wealth y—sur­ 
rounded by officiating Bruh mii.s and mourning 
friends. 
Th e Parsees dispose oth erwise of th eir dead. 
Ou a bill in th e island of Bombay (called by th e 
.Europeans Malabar Hill) stand, all with in a 
sh ort distance of e;u*h oth er, th e ch urch yard of 
th o Ch ristians, th o cemetery of th o Musselman, 
th e place wh ere th o Hindoos cremate th eir 
dead, aud th e Tower of Silence, wrh ere th o 
Parsees leave th eir uncoffined to bo devoured 
by th e birds of th e air. 
It is a lofty, square 
inclosuro, with out roof or covering 
of any 
kind.
